EUGENIE; BEAUTY AND WIT 

Thrilling Romance of the Bmpreae Who Bismarck Said 
Was "the Only Woman He Waa Afraid Of."

The *x-Empress Eugenie la dead! 
In that simple sentence la written the 
cloeing chapter of the romance of 
one of the most wonderful women In 
hlatory—a woman who, In thf apace 
of a century, roae from nothing to 
be Kmpreaa of the French; who aaw 
the enemlea who cauaed the down¬ 
fall of their beloved Empire in 1170 
themaelvea defeated by a world In 
arma; who aaw the French Empire 
over which ahe had reigned caat Into 
the duet and the Republic rise, 
phmnix-like. from Ita ashes while she 
lived In exile—a tragic flgure. mov* 
lng In her own world of memories of 
grandeur and pomp, of day* that gild 
the page* of hlatory. • 

Born ninety-flve year* ago In a 
wine r hop at Malaga. Spain Eugenie 
waa the daughter of a poor Scots¬ 
woman and a poorer Spanish noble. 
The young Counleaa de Montljo. ua 
ahe was In her maiden day*, lived to 
fulfil the prophesy mad* by a gypsy 
who, on seeing the lovely Infant lying 
In a poor cradle, said: "You will be 
the moat beautiful woman In the 
world. You will be Kmpreaa of a 
great country. *n<1 have, health, 
wealth and wisdom. You will have} 
every wish that a woman has ever 
wished, but peace will not be yours 
until you hava lost everything you 
have gained.'* 

Adored by Poets 

When th* lovely young Countses 
married the Prince Napoleon In the 
early fifties, poets vied In singing her 
praiaea and finding almilea for her 
loveliness. She had come from Spain 
and ahe had been fascinating enough 
and lovely enough at twenty-aeven to 
catch the gilded and blaae roue. Louis 
Napoleon. Sixty year* later. In the 
closing year* of her life, aha waa a 
frail old lady, leuning on a can# and 
crutch, dreaaed in deep mourning, her 
snowy lock* bearing little resem¬ 
blance n> the golden trease* upon 
which the great Napoleon had placed 
the crown of France. In her lovely 
English home at FambO rough. 
Hampshire, ahe re-lived again the 
days of her triumph, surrounded by 
fnute reminders of the time when her 
power waa such that even the Iron. 
Chancellor Bismarck said of her: 
"She la the only woman in the world 
that I am afraid of" 

Rare Menial Gifts 
With her mother the young count- 
eas first went to Parts In 1449 Hare 
she became celebrated for her beau¬ 
ty. her ajnlablHty and her rate men¬ 
tal glGs. The son of the then •Ameri¬ 
can Minister to France. William C 
Rives, fell madly' in love with her 
Hfa family objected to the match on 
account of religious differences. 
Young Mr Rives returned a bachelor 
to hla ancestral home In Virginia, but 
eventually married and became the 
father of Amelle Rives. 

Eugenie made the acquaintance of 
Prince Napoleon, as he waa then 
• ailed, when he waa living at the 
Klyaee Ip hi* character of President 
of the French Republic. From the 
first ha waa attracted to tha brilliant 
young 8paniah girt. But whan ha 
became Emperor In 1152 hla mind 
waa set on an alliance with some 
European,royalty. At that time, how¬ 
ever. hla throne waa considered so 
unstable that first one and then an¬ 
other Princes* refused hi* advancoa. 
Finally he determined to follow the 
dictates of hla heart Early In Janu¬ 
ary. 1151. ha startled hla ministers 
by announcing that he had deter¬ 
mined on an allianc* with Mile, de 
Montljo. The news excited much 
opposition. Hot only In the Cabinet, 
but among the French public. An 
alien Empress, not of royal blood, 
was distasteful to tham. But the 
emperor stood firm. The royal mar¬ 
riage took place In Notre Dame Ca¬ 
thedral at the end of January. 1113. 

Jealousy and Suspicion 
Three years elapsed between th# 
Emperor's marriage and the birth of 
his only child. Thla occurred March 
>5. 1855. With the birth of the Prince 
Imperial troubles arose between Eu¬ 
genie and the Bonaparte family. She 
wua Jealous and auspicious of all pos¬ 
sible pretenders to the succession. 
These family difference# at the end 
of a few years' time alienated nearly 
all her husband's friends. But the 
Empress still reigned supreme over 
the hearts of the Parisian populace. 
At thla period of her crfkeer Engeifle 
waa spoken of as the handsomest 
woman In Europe. She set off her 
superb beauty by dressing with auch 
elegance add good taste that her 
costumes became the models for 
womankind In all parts of the world. 

r he took a keen Interest in politl- 
matters. and greatly annoyed the 
Emperor's rnfmaters by Insisting on 
being present at th# state councils 
She was three times appointed re¬ 
gent—In 1858, during the Italian war 
In 1885. and when the Emperor start¬ 
ed on the last disastrous expedition 
which ended at Sedan. Little la 
known of Eugenie's life between the 
declaration of war against Prussia 
in 1170 and the disaster at Sedan. 

After that disaster came rapidly. 
The glittering Empire In which she 
shone went down with a crash; she 
escaiwd death at the hands of a mob 
of Infuriated sansculottes by creep¬ 
ing out of the hack door of her pal¬ 
ace Exiled and with her world tot¬ 
tering about hsr. ahe turned to Eng¬ 
land for refuge and found It at Parn- 
borough, where she spent her declin¬ 
ing yeurs, 'and where hsr husband 
und only son. the Prince Iraoerial. 
who met his deqth at the polnr of a 
Zulu assegai, lie In the private oh ape 1 
In which she herself win now be laid 
to rest. 

Retained Her Vitality 
The ex-Empress retained the moat 
extraordinary vitality to the end of 
I her life and took the keenest Interest 
In the management of hdr lovely 
! home as well an In topics of Interest 
in the outer world. Throughout the 
I war she followed th# various cam¬ 
paigns with the aid of war maps. It 
Is said that th# war re-kindled the 
i fire of +ier old love for France—the 
l country ,«t ,*hose hand* she had suf¬ 
fered much. H4r constantly-roped fid 
I hope was that she would live to see

convent, a monastery, the Fambor¬ 
ough hospital and forty different war 
charities, but she also dowered her 
Spanish estates on her god-daughter. 
Quean Victoria Eugenie of Spain. 
The latter waa the favorite god¬ 
daughter of the former Empress, and 
it is considered probable that when 
the will la made public It will be 
found that a large part of her Im¬ 
mense fortune has been left to Al¬ 
fonso's consort. 

To an Italian writer who met the 
Empress a few years ago. ahe 
nummed up her life story in th# pa¬ 
thetic words: "I am the past. I am 
the distant horlson, where exists a 
mirage, a shadow, a phantom sha¬ 
dow. Mine was a dream killed by 
fate.
